Edward F. Dunne last night made his first 
public speech since his election as governor. 
He talked at the annua! banquet of the 
Cook County Real Estate board in the 
Hotel Sherman. ° 

He announced that he would devote bhn- 
self immediately upon assuming office to 
working for the abolition of the beard of 
equalization and the adoption of the initia- 
tive and referendum as a part of the state 
constitution. He called the present taxing 
system of Illinois “a fraud, a snare, and a 
delusion.” 

Under existing methods, Mr. Dunne said, 
the bulk of the taxes are collected on real 
estate and improved property. He asserted 
his opposition to the single tax theory and 
went on to say that ultimately it would be- 
come necessary to amend the constitution so 
that a better way of assessing intangible 
property such as bonds and stocks could be 
provided.

“Failed to Perform Duties.” 

“I have no proof and I don’t mean to say 
that the members of this board in the past 
have been corrupt, but the fact remains that 
they have signally failed to perform the 
duty imposed upon them by the people of 
the state of IHinois. 

“These men elected, one each from the 
congressional districts of the state, go down 
to Springfield and the first idea they have 
is to obtain a lowering of the assessments 
against property in their home districts so 
that they can return and tell the voters of 
the good work they have done. 

“They overlook the fact that the property 
of the corporations as well as that of the 
small home owner and ordinary taxpayer 
increases and rises in value, as proved by 
the records of local assessors. 


For Commission of Experts. 

That kind of assessment of personal prop- 
erty of corporations must go. There is 
no scientific selection for or organization of 
the equalization board. We should have a 
taxing commission instead, properly selected, 
and clothed with sufficient power to bring 
about a change for the better and an equal 
distribution of the burden of taxation. 

Instead of meeting for forty days that 
board should sit through the whole year, have 
efficient assistance and travel from county 
to county making proper investigation and 
assessments againet the property of cor- 
porations. And we can do this under the 
present law without amending the constitu- 
tion“

Carter H. Harrison 1s willing to bee candi- 
date again for mayor of Chicago. It would 
seem, from information gained yesterday, 
that the present five-time mayor expects to 
make it an even half dozen anyhow. 

The situation, as is seen by some of the 
personal and political advisers of the mayor, 
is that he has made up his mind political 
exigencies necessitate a prompt understand- 
ing at the city hall that the city’s executive 
will go before the Democratic primaries in 
February, 1915, for a renomination. 


News Stirs Up Politicians. 

This news from the highest Harrison 

sources brought with a spectacular sudden- 
ness to municipal politicilang the knowiedge 
that the presidential and gubernatorial cam- 
paigns are things of the past and the im- 
pending aldermanic primaries will form the 
first battle lines for the big mayoraity cam- 
paign, which is just two years away. 
The added emphasis came from separated 
and more or less remote camps within the 
Democratic lines that the anti-Harrison 
forces realize that the preliminary skirmishes 
in the mayoralty campaign are being fought

The early field—or what might be termed 
the winter book entries at West Bad 
sufficiently formidable to start the worry at 
the city hall, which brought the averment 
that Mayor Harrison. through his real 
friends, must be considered in the running.

Thie ie the basis 
tor the present talk; that there will be a 
regular Republican candidate, possibly a 
high grade business man, who has not been 
actively identified with organized politics. 
The name of Harry A. Wheeler has been men- 
tioned In this connection. 

There will be an out-and-out Progressive 
candidate, and it ig predicted Charles E. 
Merriam will be the nominee. There also 
may be a Dunne-Sullivan coalition, which 
might result in the nomination of O Connell 
by the Democratic primaries. The upshot of 
the latter proposition ig that if Harrison 
wins the regular nomination, O Connell or a 
Sullivan-Dunne man will be in the final run- 
ning on some ticket other than the Demo- 
cratic. If Harrison ls defeated for a renomi- 
nation, it is expected Harrison will be entered 
as a nonpartisan candidate.

This statement was made iast night by 
Prof. Cyril G. Hopkins, chief of agronomy 
and chemistry at the University of lllinois 
experiment station, in an address he de- 
Hvered at the United States Land Show at 
the Coliseum. He offered statistics in sup- 
port of his statement which were startling. 


Points to Population Increase, 

“In 1840,“ he asseried, “ the United States 
had a population of 17,000,000. In 1910 it 
had grown to 92,000,000. This is an increase 
of more than 500 percent. Ithas come upon 
us in seventy-two years; the lifetime of one 
man. 

Now this enormous addition to our pep- 
ulation had to be fed. Let us see how we 


have fed them In the last ten yeare the 
increase in our population was 21 per cent. 


of farm lands was 4.8 per cent. At the pres- 
ent time only 9 per cent of the tillable land 
of this country ts not under cultivation and 
practically all of that 9 per cent can only be 
reclaimed by the expensive evpedients of 
drainage and irrigation. 

“The lesson these figures teach is so plain 
as to seem to need no exposition. Our 
population has Increased 21 per cent in ten 
years; our farm area has increased 4.8 per 
cent. In other words, the number of mouthe 
to feed has increased nearly five times as 
rapidly as the source of our food supply. 


Soil Is “Playing Out.” 

The census figures of 1899 give 4,414, 600,- 
000 as the total of bushels of corn, oats, wheat, 
barley. and rye produced in this country. 
The same total ten years later is 4,445,000,000 
bushels. This is an increase of 31,000,000 
bushels, less than 1 per cent. 

Thus, while our population has increased 
21 per cent our production of the great cereal 
staples has increased less than 1 per cent. 
And a careful comparison shows the season 
of 1909 was slightly more favorable for crop 
yields as an average than the season of 1899. 

During this same ten years we bad an in- 
crease in improved farm land. acreage of 
15.4 per cent. Comparing this with a less 
than 1 per cent increase in the great farm 
products, we find the country has actually 
been producing less per acre of the great 
cereals than it produced in the ten years be- 
fore. The soil has been“ playing out.’ A 
toll that is totally played out is ea desert 
and the desert is the dwelling place of eternal 
famine. 4 


Drop in American Exports. 

“Of course, if there bad not been some- 
thing to offset this tremendoug falling off in 
the productiveness of our soll as compared 
with the increase in population the hand of 
fatnine would now actually be upon us. As 
it is we are suffering from a condition which 
we call ‘high cost of living.’ There have 
been amellorations. 

One of them is that for a long period of 
years we have been producing more than 
we consumed. But the government export 
statistica—and these statistics are accurate 
because the articles I shall mention ure 
weighed—show pretty accurately what our 
reckless waste of the resources of our lands 
has been Going to our foreign trade. 

During the period from 1890 to 1900—the 
figures are averaged in five year per!ods— 
American exports of corn dropped from 
198,000.000 to 57.000,00 bushels and American 
exports of wheat fell from 198,000,000 to 118. 
000,000 bushels. The loss in export trade isa 
fairly accurate indication of the grain pre 
were eating at home.

High Cost Solution. 

“If you wil think these statistics over 
carefully, you will find the most significant 
figures I have given are those which show 
that while our improved land acreage 16 
increasing the pr ductivity per acre has gone 
down. In that circumstance lies the solution 
to the high cost of living problem. We have 
been taking from the land and putting noth- 
ing back into it. The effect has begun to 
show iteelf in ¢ecreased productiveness. If 
we are to increase productivenees—and we 
must do that, because our resources ln virgin 
lands are extremely limited—we must torn 
to intensive farming. 

“Now let us see what intensive farming 
does. I will quote some figures gathered m 
fifty-five years of experimenting at the Re 
thamsted, England, experiment field. This ig 
the oldest experiment field in the world.

PRESIDENT GIVES 200 JOBS; — 
SENATE MAY HOLD UP SOME. 


Sloan cf Arizona and Coiner of Wash- 
ington Among Those Whose Nomina- 
tions Will Be Fought. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8,—[Bpecial.]— 
President Taft sent tothe senate today near- 
ly two hundred appointments of administra- 
tion Republicans to federal jobs, which he 
hopes to have confirmed before March 4 next. 

While the Democrats in the senate will per- 
mit the confirmation of many postmasters 
and other minor officials, they intend to hold 
up the important patronage for disposition 
by President Wilson. 

The list of appointments made during the 
recess disclosed that the president carried 
out his intention to place former Gov. Rich- 
ard E. Sloan of Arizona on the District bench 
in that state in spite of the serious criticism 

of Sloan in the senate at the last session. 

The president also appointed Beverly W. 
Coiner as district attorney for the western 
district of Washington during the recess. 
Coiner was denounced by the Progressives 
as the man who overturned the instructions 
of the Washington primary for Roosevelt 
and dellvered the delegation from that state 
to Taft in the Chicago convention. 

Confirmation of these appointments will be 
fought bitterly by Demdécrats and Progres- 
sives and some Republicans who disagree 
with the policy of the administration in re- 
warding political henchmen.

STATE TO TAKE ACTIVE PART

ROUSES WORKERS 


Australian Employers Declare 
There Is a Lamentable. 
Scarcity of Hands. 


“LIE.” RETORT TOILERS. 


Latter Hold It Better for Coun- 
try to Have a Few More 
Jobs than Men. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 

SYDNEY.—At a recent meeting ot the 
Asociated Chambers of Commerce of Aus- 
tralia, half a day was given over to resoly- 
ing that Australia needs more people, has 
got to have them even If it has to bribe them 
to come. One resolution reads: 

Resolved, That, while appreciating the 
efforts of the various state governments in 
connection with immigration and recogniz- 
ing the necessity for certain restrictions in 
order that only people of a desirable class 
may be introduced, it ls strongly recommend- 
ed that, in view of the great shortage of 
labor and the possibilities of developing the 
resources of the commonwealth, even greater 
efforts should be made to introduce a contin- 
uous flow of immigrants to our shores.“ 


Workers’ Attitude Hostile. 

Vhen the Australian Workers’ union got 
together at its annual interstate conference 
it carried a motion: That thisconference 
opposes assisted immigration as at present 
earried out by state governments.” 

Terrible shortage of labor.“ says capital. 
„We need 10,000 female machinists at once. 

A lie!’ says labor. Anybody can see 
what the game is. At present factory own- 
ers can't get 100 applicants for every job 
they advertise, and can't always pick and 
choose employés on their own, unecrupulqus 
terms.. They want to bulldoze the govern- 
ment into flooding the state with female 
labor, so that they may be able to defeat the 
principle af fair living wages by taking 3(- 
vantage of the necessities of workless and 
competing women, eager to get employment 
@n any terms that will enable them to keep 
‘body and soul together.” 

The yarn that 10,000 additional women 
machinists are needed in Sydney is on the 

face of it a wicked lie. At present there is 
no shortage of woman labor for any factory 
employer who will pay decent wages“ 


Governments Taken In. 

„The real reason for immigration,” says 
the worker, “is the simulated demand of the 
exploiters of labor for More, more, more:“ 
So cunningly have they worked up their 
bogus agitation that even governments, 
anxious to Go fairly by the toilers, have been 
taken in. The idea prevails that it is a terri- 
ble state of affairs if it can be shown that 
there is work for ten men and only nine can 
be ‘secured. : 

»There is nothing terrible about it what - 
ever. It ig a healthy condition for The na- 
tlon. 5 

The ideal would be to have the number 
of jobs and the number of men to flll them 
exactly equal. But as this perfect balance 
cannot happen in such a haphazard system 
of society ‘as ours, the next best thing is to 
have the jobs in excess of the men. 

“In this way the laborer can obtain a fair 
price for his labor, and the evils of unem- 
ployment are reduced to a minimum. 


Must Be Shortage on One Side. 

A shortage on one side or the other, until 
industry is scientifically regulated, there is 
bound to be. It is better that it should occur 
on the side of labor, for the laborer suffers 
agonies when jobs are scarce, while the suf- 
ferings of the boss who is a few men short 
are scarcely of a sort to wring the most sym- 
vathetic heart. 

Nor can the community be hurt in any 
way under such circumstances as are said 
to exist. There is always a sufficiency cf 
labor to supply all public needs, because the 
public is its own laborer, and unless re- 
strained by abnormal conditions, will inva- 
riably satisfy its own requirements. 

It is when the labor available is in ex- 
cess of the jobs that the public is injured, 
for an epidemic of unemployment and low 
wages then breaks out, with devastating 
effect. Nobody gains but the the job owners. 

As à matter of fact, there is never any 
mecessity to import workers. Labor, like 


water, finds its level.“

Sepia is sometimes loosely spoken of as “a 
sort of Indian ink"; it is something very dif- 
ferent from real Indian ink, which is a substance 
composed of purified‘scot, gum, cantphor, and 
musk. Sepia is a peculiar animal substance ob- 
tans from the ink bags or Ink sacs of cuttle

name of “cuttle bone”), a pair of large eyes 
and a horny beak.

Just under the topmost layer of 
skin there are distributed all over the surface 
of the body a number of cells, containing @ dark 
pigment; when these celle are expanded the sur- 
face of the body becomes darkly spotted, but as

Though best developed in the sepia and its 
nearest allies, nearly every member of the qut- 
tle fish group possesses an ink sac. The ink sac 
contains the dark pigment secreted by a apecial 
gland. When discovered or pursued by an enemy 
the sepia diachargea some of its ink threugh a 
sort of funnel or tube; the pigment mixes with 
water very quickly, and forms a dark cloud of 
a water, beyond which the sepia will dart into 
gafety. 

Sepias are often caught in nets with fish. The 
fishermen, despising the cuttles, throw them out 
upon the beach, and then they may be seen lying 
in tiny pools of dense black liquid, and cantinual- 
ly Ooging out more ink in a vain attempt at con- 
cealment,

CLEARING HOUSE 


By RALPH VAN VEORTEN, Vice President Continental & Commercial National Bank. 


The most casual observer who travels the 
length and breadth of the city of Chicago 
will discover numerous outly ing business dis- 
tricts, some of them segregated, such as 
Chicago, Englewood, Austin, 
others, and some of them continuous, being 
the result of extended arteries radiating from 
the business center, such as Milwaukee ave- 
nue, North Clark. street, West Madison street, 
Cottage Grove avenue, and other similar 
thoroughfares. These business districts, 
whether segregated or partially ségregated, 
each takes care of a population ranging 
from 25.000 to 100,000, and these main arteries 
each serve a much larger population. I mean 
by that they provide small or continuous 


shopping districts contigueus to a large terrt- 


tory, well settled as a rule by wage earners 
and salaried people, who find it convenient to 
use these districts to a gre&ter or less extent 
in the purchase of the necessaries and luxu- 
ries of life. Many of these districts.are situ- 
ated miles from the loop and the main ar- 
teries referred to extend out for miles in 
various directions, with a greater or less 
number of small business houses, according to 
the population to be served. 
follows that these districts and arteries re- 
quire banking facilities of their own and that 
the majority of merchants and shopkeepers 
located therein find it inconvenient to trans- 
act banking within the loop. It is also true 
that many large corporations, manufactur- 
ers, and jobbers do not always find it conven- 
ient to handle’their pay roll accounts through 
their banking connections in the downtown 
district. Naturally these factors create a 
demand for small chartered banks organized 
under state or national law, with a capital 
of $200,000, as provided by the statute, or 
more. In some cases the controller has per- 
mitted national charters for a-iesser amount 
on the theory that the bank is located in a 
segregated place“ which complies with the 
spirit of the law regarding the ratio of capi- 
talization to population. There are also a 
number of banks with smaller capitalization 
which were established in smaller towns 
which subsequently became a part of the city 
of Chicago. Today, however, any state bank 
established within the ‘corporate limits of the 
city: must be capitalized at $200,000 or more. 
The controller continues to use his discre- 
tionary. powers in permitting national banks 
to organize with a smaller amount, 


‘In addition to serving the business interests 
above referred to these banks naturally cre- 
ate and attract’ a large savings business 
among the residents of their respective com- 
munities. In many cases the forerunner of 
a ftavings account is the household account, 
usually carried in the name of the wife, who 
deposits her monthly allowance in one of 
these banks and pays her bills by checks 
thereon. These checks are readily accepted 
by downtown department stores and shops. 
These accounts result in sy stematic methods 
of business in handling household affairs, 
and any accumulations produced therefrom 
are diverted into savings accounts. Savings 


children, many of whom obtain their educa- 
tion or start in life from this source. In this 
respect these banks serve @ purpose which 
cannot be overestimated. Any institution 
that tends to encourage and increase the 
saving habit among our people should receive 
warm welceme on the part of the public. 
Many fortunes, large and small, are based 
on this saving habit, which once acquired 
will stick to the average individual, be he 
foreign born or American. 


I have watched wit great interest the 
growth of these various banks which serve 
a double purpose, as above stated, and I am 
not alarmed at the continued establishment 
of them on a sound, substantial basis, backed 
by good people. ‘These institutions not only 
render a great service to their own eommuni- 
tles but are important factors in the money 
and security market. As a rule they are 
unable to invest their funds locally and are, 
therefore, large buyers of high’ grade com- 
mercial paper, than which there can be no 
better asset for a bank, and also large pur- 
chasers of investment bonds. In &ddition to 
this, when organized under state Jaw, they 
provide ready funds at a low rate on first 


and 


loop district. 


Ie naturally 


‘and apartments and for other real estate im- 


provements in their respective communities. 
The volume of such transactions that is 
financed by the outlying state banks is enor- 
mous and has been of incalculable value in 
the development of the communities which 
they serve. The growth of this business has 
been augmented by the sale of these securi- 
ties on the part of these banks to théir regu- 
lar clients. Hundreds of mortgages are 
placed every year by these institutions with 
their customers, who thus find A safe and 
profitable investment in a security on which 
they are able to pass judgment by personal 
inspection of the property. 

These institutions are subject to the same 
State and national supervision and examina- 
tion as the larger banks of the downtown 
They are also obliged to pub- 
lish statements five times a year, under the 
usual dates of state and national calls. Such 
of them as clear their checks through the 
Chicago clearing houseare also subject to the 
clearing house examination. These safe- 


guards are all for the benefit of the public 


and in a large degree have resu’ted in the 
confidence which has been shown these banks 
in the past, as evidenced by their increased 
growth. 

To give a definite idea of the increase in 
these institutions in number and of the satis- 
factory growth in deposits, both savings and 
commercial, reference is made to the follow- 
ing table, taken from published state- 
ments for Aug. 20. 1907, and Sept. 4, 1912, a 
period of practically five years, The gains 
in deposits are impressive and amply justify 
the establishment of so many new banks in 
the outlying districts,

The above figures do not Include any banks 
in the downtown business district and clearly 
indicate the growing importance of the out- 
lying banks of Chicago. as well as the in- 
crease In the saving habit among our people 
resulting therefrom. The above showing 
would be considerably increased, by the fig- 
ures from some of the well established and 
successful private institutions, which are 
not readily qbtainable. 

A comparison of the book value and mar- 
ket value of twenty-one of the principal out- 
lying banks during the same period show an 
increase in the former item of 80 percent and 
in the latter of 58 per cent, or an average 
annual increase in book value of 6 per cent 
and in market value of 11% per cent. In 
addition to the above increases in book and 
market values the Investor has had substan- 
tial returns in the way of dividends ranging 
from 5 per cent to 12 percent. This would 
indicate that the investors in the shares af 
these outlying banks almost without excep- 
tion. have had no cause for complaint. The 
broadened market for these stocke, as evt. 
denced by the increased price and the greater 
activity, is further proof of the stronger hold 
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these institutions are obtaining on the public.
